What, exactly, is Rosh-Hashonah’

Rabbi B. Leon Hurwitz of Ed-

During the High Holidays, he 
points out, the major theme of the 
rabbi’s messages are “God and 
man their joint partnership in 
perfecting the world gradually so 


as to echieve that state of human 
c:vilization which may, be desig- 
nated as the Kingdom of God.” 


ALWAYS STRIVE 

During the High Holidays, the 
Jew is pledged to do all within his 
power to rise to such a high level 
of ethics and morality as to make 
him a worthy “instrument” in 
humanity's effort to achieve that 
“glorious and perfect” day 

The greatest day on the religious 
calendar of the Jews is Yom Kip- 


pur, the day of atonement, which
